YOU ARE FURTHER NOTIFIED that said report has been filed with the County Auditor
of Woodbury County, lowa, and the Board of Supervisors has tentatively approved the
plan contained in the engineer’s report and set the time and place of hearing on said
petition and report for November 21, 2023 at 4:30 p.m. CST, at the Woodbury County
Courthouse at 620 Douglas Street in Sioux City, lowa and directed the County
Auditor to provide notice of the hearing in the manner required by law to the persons
above-named who appear from the records of Woodbury County, lowa to be interested
in said lands, as owners, lienholders or encumbrancers of some part thereof, and to
other persons who may also be interested as lessees or occupants of some part of the
lands, or in some other way.

YOU ARE FURTHER NOTIFIED that at said hearing the Board of Supervisors shall
consider such report; and, if satisfied that the petition complies with the requirements of
law in form and substance, that the improvement is conducive to public health,
convenience, welfare, benefit or utility, that the cost of the improvement is not excessive
and no claim has been filed for damages it shall proceed to establish the district as



recommended by the engineer. The report of the engineer as filed herein may be
amended before final action is taken thereon by this Board of Supervisors. This hearing
may be continued from time to time without further notice as determined by the Board of
Supervisors.

YOU ARE FURTHER NOTIFIED that all objections to the proposed establishment of the
drainage district, any claim for damages, except claims for land required for right-of-way,
must be made in writing and filed in the office of the County Auditor of Woodbury
County at or before the time set for hearing.

YOU ARE FURTHER NOTIFIED that at such hearing, the Board may hear evidence
both for and against the approval of the report, or any portion thereof, and the
establishment of the drainage district. Any interested party may be heard in argument by
himself or counsel.

YOU ARE FURTHER NOTIFIED that if you fail to object, the Board of Supervisors can
make a final decision to accept the report and establish the drainage district as
recommended by the engineer’s report. As a consequence of your failure to file any
claim for damages or objections to the establishment of the district at or before
the time fixed for said hearing you shall be held to have waived all objections and
claims for damages and you lose your right to appeal the final decision within
twenty (20) days to the lowa District Court.
